The Reciprocity Protocols. 

Tlie question assumes, in the light 
of the Bobedules placed before the 
.TeaderB of this journal on Thursday, a 

' hreadth and imporfcfcnoe beyond wLa* 
vras generally supposed. The princi- 
ple of a gradual approximation'to free- 
trade in respect of the articles speci- 
fied is probably prudential; for it must 
be admitted that an instantaneouR 
freedom of such a formidable list might 
prove to be too revoluiioniu^y a step, 
both as regards the interests of trade 
and revenue, while ifc could scarcely be 
fair to vested rights. Under the plan 
proposed, those concerned will be 
given time to set their house in order, 
as it were, and thus avert hurtful 
oonsequences almost certain to attend 
upon sudden ti-ansition. That the 
prptocpl — for it is as yet nothing more 

j in due time ripen into a Trsaty 

and oome into operation before the 
first of July 1875, the period at which 
it is proposed the first stop shall bo 

• taken towards setting the schodule 
' artioles free, may safely be taken for 

granted, bo that those most intereuted 
may with propriety improve the in- 
tervening time in making preparation 
for the change. Not that we. ap- 
prehend ho opposition to the measure. 
That it will evdce strong opposition on 
both.'bides of the intern^tionsil' boun- 
dary jeems tolerably certain. But we 
feel confident thatreason and the broad- 
er view will prevail ; that considera- 
tions of the greatest good to the great- 
est number must triumph over all 
clasB interests, and that both nations 
will accept it in that spirit. The reader 
will doubtless have perused the list of 
articles to be dealt with under article 4 
with that careful interest which the 
importance of the subject demands, so 
that anything in the form of recital 
will be unnecessary. It must be seen 
at a glance what a slice will be taken 
off Federal taxation in this Province, 
which, aa yet, consists almost 
wholly :«f:; import duty customs,

ted — perhaps the agriculturists- more 
largely than any other; and this is well, 
as it will help to compensate for loss 
of protection on some of their pro- 
ducts. But th«se are only what may, 
perhaps, be designated the negative 
advantages. There are those of a free 
market for the productions of our own 
country to be considered. And it must 
be admitted, even in this the day of our 
■mall things, that it is a consideration 
of gome importance that the products 
of our vast and incomparable miiies, 
forests and saa-farms shall no longer 
be met' by a crushing duty in those 
.marketfl. geographically most access- 
ible and commercially most desirable. 
"3^^.8ttbject is one almost as exhauat- 
;;',l«Mui M the resources themselTes.and we 
eiiiiihot enter further into it at present. 
■'" Ifwbuld, perhaps, b^ strange if noth- 
ing were omitted from the list which 
ik would be to the interest, of so re- 
mote and imperfectly known a mem- 
her of the Dominion as British Colum- 
bia is to have included; but we confess 
rip Bome surprise at the omission of the 
utiole of hops. It isweirkno^vn that 
our soil and climate are eminently fa- 
vorable to hop culture; and wo do not 
think it too much to say that, with the 
ive cents a pouncj duty off, -^^o could 
almost enjoy a monopoly of the Cali- 
"fomia roarketSit . Quite., certaiui it is 
■ that, with hops'in the fifee' Mlrft, the 
culture of that article would quickly 
become avoryimportant industry. And 
California, upon the broad principle 
of Reciprocity, wants our liops; for 
her own are altogether inferior. Be- 
. pMBehtationB should, therefore^ be 
> xni^e Brt once with a view tO'c'orreJstmg 
' what is doubtless an oversight. We 
feel that we shopld not bo justifjcd in 
dismissing, even for the nouco, this 
subject without awarding to the Hon. 
George Brown that meed of praise un- 
questionably due to him. That the 
measure will give universal satisfac- 

• tionor prove an unmixed good to Ca- 
ioada cannot be expected. Tiio very 
word "Reciprocity" forbids any such 
expectations. Canada cannot, in this 
matter, "keep her cake and eat it." 
She muat be content to accept a tittle 
.of the bitter along with the dweet of 
Jfteciprooity, content with the assur- 
•noe that the latter element greatly 
preponderates. If she waited for a 
treaty that would give all and tako 
nothing, she would have to wait long. 
Indeed, BUoh would^n9t be "Recipro- 
city." But Mr. Brown 'has succeeded 
in negotiating a broader, more benoli- 
cial and more enduring treaty than 
that of 1854; and for this ho has merit- 
ed, and will doubtless receive, the 
thanks of the country, — not so much 
■now, perhaps, as bye and bye, when 
people begin to realize the full fruition 
of the measure, . . ^ 



True Route to Cassiar- 

In March last we urged upon the Exo- 
cutivo the duty of having oxploratioua 
made with a view to finding a route from 
the bead of Obaorvatory Inlot to tho Cas- 
siar country. In doing so, wa ventured 
to oipross the conviction of the existence^ 
of a favorable pass through the Coast 
Eango and pointed out tho great advan- 
t'lgo of poasossing a route within our own 
territory- bo as to avoid all the inoonveni- 
enoe and vexation of having to pasi 
through the thirty-mile bolt of foreign 
territory. Our BUggestions were, how- 
ever, ridiculed and our facta called in 
question. Nevertheless oxplorationa bavo 
boea mado and ^t is gratifying to find tho 
position we took in March fully borno 
out by the result. It is subject for aolf- 
gratulatjon that tho advantages of tho 
route are now sot forth in glowing colors 
in the very columns through which it 
was formerly ridiculed. It would now 
appear that not only are the natural oon- 
ditions highly favorable, bat that a road 
through from the 'head of Observatory In- 
let to {Dease^Lake woidd be the means of 
opening up a e^nntry in many respeolB 
moat desirable and would, in all proba- 
bility, load to important mineral discov- 
eries, while it would, at the same time, 
constitute a portion of a road system ex- 
tending to Quesnelmouth. All these ad- 
vantages were pointed out in this journal 
noarly six months ago, and it is soma 
gratification to find them acknowledged 
and expatiated upon in the very quarter 
where thay were then condemned. "Wo 
have only now to express the hop^ that 
the Government wiUbe prepared to adopt 
an energetic policy with regard to the 
oouatry in question. r r >

LOOET. 

STINGING REBTTKB OF THE MINISTRY. 

Editor Colonist;— A largo and influ- 
ential meeting of tho inliabitants of Lil- 
looot and vicinity took placo on July 4th, 
at the saloon of Mr. T. Bpellman. Tho 
o))jeot of the;meeting Tfas . plain|yf;8tatod 
by Mr. 7chn E. Lord ; on 'm6iidn ho ' was 
called to the chair, Mr. S. Macartney act- 
ing as Secretary, when the following 
resolution was moved by Mr. Tesch and 
seconded by Mr. Swart: 

WnBRBAs, it ia patent to all concerned 
that a Railroad builton Vancouver Island 
pan only bo a local and sectional work 
which oaunot in the least benefit the 
Mainland, and thereforo should not bo 
counted as a portion of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, therefore be it 
; Resolved, That the electors and resi- 
denta of this^poftion of the"' Lilifioet dia- 
^iot repudiate any action done in our 
'*^^name by tho people of Vancouyer Island, 
with respect to tho protests or petitions 
sent in the name of the people of British 
Columbia. That tho farming and stock 
raising interests hinge on consumption 
and oasy eommaniqation. The ;raUcp>ad is 
the great need and it shbmd tie'comtiienc- 
od on the Mainland immediately after tho 
lino has boon located by survey. 

Tho resolutions wore passed unani- 
mously. ?.;!: 

Tho Chairman then addrossad tWm^ot- 
ing on tho resolutions, of whioh tho fol- 
lowing is tho substance: 

Qentlomnn, — Wo havo arrived at that 
stage of our political aflfairs when it is the 
duty of every man on tho mainland to 
stand up in his might. If we allow tho 
Governmant'ltbd the people 'of "Victoria to 
bamboozle ns so as to follow in thoir wake 
we may in the end bo glad to pick up tho 
gleanings thoy soo lit to throw to us in 
the future, Had tho Government thoir 
way as regards tho capitalization . scheme 
tho country would havo boon saddled 
with an enormous debt ^nd tbQ people 
crushed by taxation. Had the Yiotdrian.s 
seen thoir way clear to a dry-dock and a 
railroad on Vancouvor Island the people 
on the mainland might Lave put up with 
what thoy could get. Yictorians would 
not raise thoir voice in our behalf. 

Had tho Government received the Do- 
minion delegate with reapoot and-listoned 
to bis proposals, and ttheu put them to 
the people, they wbnm nave acted in ac- 
cordancs with true Responsible Govern- 
ment and freed themselves from blame iu 
the case, and havo saved aiiicii bittorno:ss 
and ill-fooling which is sure to follow 
their arbitary actions. Tha sop thrown 
to tho mainlaqd iu the shape of a wagou- 
road ap tha't*raaer yalloy,wili hang as a 
millstone round the necks of the people.

London, May 30, 1874. 
The versatile Primo Minister., of Eng- 
land is versatile n'dt only '^itt^t'olilSo* ' but 
in society. Gladstone seldom unbends to 
tho social amenities; a frequent and gen- 
erous host, he rarely seoms to thorough- 
ly enjoy the gatherings at whioh, from 
his high position, his prosenoo becomes 
necoisary. I havo seen him standing in 
tho corner of a brilliantly lighted aalooj, 
with a solemn and thoughtful ,.aounte 
nance, at times wearing an unoontrolla- 
blo expression of weariness and an almost 
disgust, looking as if, though his body 
was iu tho midst of the festive scene, his 
thoughts wore far away on the Olympian 
heights of political or sbbolarly obntem 
plation. Disraeli, however, never ap 
pears better than when in a drawing- 
room. Bio has kept up his society man- 
ners and pleasures, just as ho has his 
tasto and knack of novel writing. He was 
not more gay and airy, mora suave and 
sparkling in conversation, more fluioally 
attired and jauntily sprightly, in tho days 
when, as the author of "Vivian Gray," ha 
was wllat Lady Blessington called ''the 
most joyous dandy I ever saw," tho peon- 
liar pot and delight of tho aristocrat Bohe- 
mia, of Gore House, than ho is now, at 
G7, with tho cares of stuto upon his shoul- 
ders, tho montor of dnkos and statesmen, 
tho close and familiar confidant of royal- 
ty, tho power behind the throne groator 
than the throuo itself. He is still the man 
of society, of fashion, of the world — pass- 
ing gracefully from grave dobato to tho 
drawing-room chitchat and porsiflngo, aa 
opigraramatically oomplimentRry to a 
grand damo of the "haut monda" as ho is 
opigrammatically severe on the loader of 
the Opposition in the House. And now 
tho jaunty premier finds it fuU time to 
put ofF the trajjpinga and ceremonies of 
mourning, to appear onco more in the gay 
world and to tako tlie social as woll as the 
political chiofship which belongs to tha 
llrsfpf HerMaiesty's Ministers. Bninor 
evon^has it that ho is paying marked at- 
tentions to ono of the most accomplished 
ladies of the nobility, and people are ask- 
ing whether tho Premier has not serious 
intentionaof setting up in his town house 
a rivalry with Franooa Countess Walde- 
grave, whose social influence is so formi- 
dable in the Whig intereat. There is no 
harm in mentioning this — as tho papers 
hero havo already done so — that tho name 
of tho lady to whom tho Ministerial swain 
of sixty-seven is supposed to be paying 
his graceful attentions is the Countess 
Dowager of Chosterflold. The Earl of 
Chesterfield, her husband, was the estima- 
ble nobleman who was taken )U at the 
same time with the Priqge of Wales, a 
year ago last fall, at the house of Lord 
Londosborough, at Soarborongh, and 
who, after lingering lor some weeks at 
his country place, aucoumbod to the mys- 
terious distemper. He was about forty 
years of age, and inherited from his fa- 
ther sportsmanlike tastes; a pleasant, so- 
cial man, highly cultivated, raroly or ne- 
ver seen in tho House of Lords, but aa 
far as he thoucjht on politics at all, a mo- 
darate Tory o{ tho DisrftolJ Ktamp, With 
Disrrali he was quite intimate, and the 
Preniior visited as familiarly at Lord 
Chestorflold's as at any house in England. 
Tho Dowager Oounteaa ia not far from 
forty, and a lady of oonsiderable beantv, 
admirable tact and good taste, eminently 
fitted to prosido over a groat establish- 
ment with becoming graco and dignity. 
What truth there Hiay bo in the rumor of 
Disraeli's marital projects I know not; 
hut I do know that tho Tory aristocracy 
would bo glad to see him dispensing offl- 
cinl hospitalities in town, and forming a 
social nucleus for his party, whioh at 
present oan hardly be said to exist. Now 
<ho Tory honors are mainly done, during 
the seaaon, byjihe Marohionesa of. Sidis- 
bury and her stop mothor-in-Iaw the 
Countoss of Derby ; these ladies, de.spite

«33o». But Diriraeli proposes to do at 
least what he can in the social amenities, 
without waiting for the ' evantualitiea of 
a proepoctivo inarriaga.

So, the ga.y Whit- 
suntide holidays having come, when 
everybody that is anybody flies away 
from town, Belgravia is dasortod, and tho 
oountry houses become full of bnziing 
guests for a briof jjcriod, Disraeli, who 
does not forgot that, he is also Lord of 
Hughondou Mauor, bu ihvited.'.'a aelei^t 
company " to pass the holidays at that 
aristocratic and beautiful retreat. Im- 
bedded amid tho luxuriant foliago and 
smiling fields of Buckinghamshi ro,Hngh- 
enden is really ono of tho finestold plaoos 
in all England, and Disraeli, who is de- 
votedly fond of it, takes care to koop it in 
tlio most captivating trim. I bsliovo that 
tii8 estate has passed to his late wife's 
hoiri, and that ho nowrontflit. Ho is said 
to be very dpsirous of scqniring it, and 
this dosirc will be mnch increased if he 
marrios again, especiallyif, after all, ho 
has an heir to his illuatrioaa name and 
ample proportioa.
